Wherefore neither force , nor Famine could greatly| 
hurt the place; whereof nevertheleſs, the Judgemems| 
of God ( denounced againſt it by 7ſay, Feremy, and Eſe- 
kzel ) had threatened the deſtrudtion;- and. the: obftinate 
reſolution of Nebuchadnezzor had fully determined to ac+ 
compliſh it. . |

In the fourth year of Zedechias, feremy wrote ina Book 
all the evil which ſhould fall upon Babzlon, which Book, 
or Roul he gave to Seraiab, when he weat with King Ze- 
dechias tO Babylon , tO Vit Nebuchadnezuar, willing him 
ficſt to read it to the Captive Jews, and then to binde a 
ſtone to it, and caſt it into Exphrazes, pronouncing theſe 
words; Thxs ſpall Babel be drowned, and ſhall not riſe from 
the evil which T will bring upon ber. This journey of Zede- 
chias tO Babylon is probably thought to be in way of a. vi- 
lit, and to carry {ome preſents ro Nebuchadnezzar,;' But 
yet its likely he had ſome ſuit to make , which his Lordly 
Maſter refuſed to grant, and ſeat him away diſcentented. 
| For at his return, all the bordering Princes ſent Meſien- 
gers to him, inciting him (as it ſeems) to thoſe unquier 
courſes from which the Prophet eremy dehorted both 
him, and them.

he brought all Ga/ile into his ſubjeRion, except thole that 
dwelt in the Caves : andſo giving to every one ot his Soul. 
dicrs a hundred and fifty Drachmes, and more to his Cap- 
tains, he diſmifled them into their winter quarters, 

There came $:/s ro him with his Captains who had win- 
tered with Antigonns, and who now would maintain them 
no longer,commanding the Inhabitants thereabour to ſpoil 
the Country of all victuals, and to retire to the mountains 
that the Romans might pcriſh through famine : But Herod 
committed the charge of proviſions to his Brother Phers- 
ras, and withall, commanded him to rebuild 4/exandri- 
#m, who in a ſhort time furniſhed the ſouldiers with abun- 
dance of all neceflaries, and built again Alexandriam that |

Over this great Army were two Generals, $9 u-and 
Herod, who purpoled to diſplace Antigonms as an enemy to 
the people of Rowe, and to eſtabliſh Herod inthe Kingdom 
according tothe Decrce of the Senate. 

The Jews betog gathered together out of the whok 
Country, and ſhut up within the Walls, made a valiant re- 
ſiſtance, boaſting much of the Temple of the Lord, and fay- 
ing, that the Lord would nor forſake his people in the time 
of danger.

hearing this, was a little cheared : bur preſently his rorments returning,and 
being greedy of meat,he called for an appi= and a knife to pare ir,intending 
with the knife ro have ſtabbed himſelf, wich alſo he attempted : bur' gr. 
chelaus,his Nephew,prevented hiin, and nclding his right hand, called for 
help» This accident caſed mnc'2 ſor:ow, fear, and tumulr through the 
whole Pallace,as if H#crod had been dead. 

Antipater perceiving the noiſe, thouphr verily that his Father was dead, 
and thereupon began ro ramper with his Reeper about lerting ” him out, 
promiſing him great rewards, both for the preſent, and for the furure 
when it would lyec in his power amply © reward him : This his praftice: 
the Keeper told rothe King, who for indignation cryed,and though he was 
ſo near death, yet did he raiſe up himſelf on his Bed, and commanded ore 
of his Guard to go preſently and kill Antipater, and to bury him in the Cze 
Ric of Hyrcanion without any honovr, which was dene aggordingly. 

Then did he make a new Teſtament : for Antipas, whom before hehad 
made ſucceſſor to his Kingdom, he made Tetrarch of Galilee, and Petrea; 
To his ſon Philip he aſſigned the regions of Gaulanitis, Trac honitis, Batanss, 
and Pancada in the name of a Tetrarchy, bur he gave the Kingdom to his - 
Son drchelaw : To his ſiſter Salome he gave Famnia, Azotus, and T baſely, 
with five hundred thouſand Drachmaes : To the reſt of his kiodred he 
gave money,and yearly Penſions. To Ce/ar he gave ten Millions of Drach- 
mates of filver, and all his Plate, as well of Gold as of Silver, and agreat 
quantity of precious moveables : and To Livia,Cesfars wife,and ſowe ctr» 


train friends,he gave five Millions of Drachmaes. 


Having thus ordered theſe things, five dayes after Antipater was put to 
death, he dyed himſelf, having enjoyed the Kingdom 34 years after the 
death of Am igonus: bur from the time that he was degelared King by the Re 


mans, 37 years, about the 25th of our-November, in the year of the world _} 
'4001,and after the birth of Chriſt,abour two years.

And when he told them , that if any of 
them would follow him in his Wars, they ſhouid uſe 
their own Rites whereſocver they came, many liſted 
the mſelves to ſerve him. 

From fernſalem Alexander turned again towards £- 
eye, and ertring 1nto It, Aſfteces, who was Darinxs's 
'Licutenant , received him , and delivered into his 
hands, Memphi, with eight hundred Talents of Trea- 
ſure,& all other the Kiogs Riches; and when wHlexander 


'had proſperity made him. He was to paſs over dan- 
| ous and dry Sands, where, when the water which 
&e broagh: on his Cammels backs was ſpent, he muſt 
need have periſhed, had not an extraordinary ſhowre 
of Rain fallen, juſt when his Army was in extream 
deſpair. Indeed .it never Rains in Egype ; bur the 
purpoſes of Almighty God are fecret, and he bring- 
eth to paſs whatſoever plcaſerh him. Irs ſaid alſo

When eAlexander came neer the

he was richly rewarded, and preſently a rumour was 
ſpread abroad, that ?-piter had owned him for his 
Childe : and the better ro confirm his followers-in the 
belief of his Deity, he ſuborned the Prieſts to give 
an{wet to fuch as conſulted wich the Oracle , that 
ir would be. vety pleaſing to 7apiter ro Honour 4- 
lexander as his Son.

From the Temple of Hammon, Alexander returned to

for the Ranſom of his Mother, and other Daughters, 
thirty thouſand Talents, and that for performance there. 
of he would leave his Son. Ochs in Holtage' ; and they 
ſought by ſundry Arguments to perlwade Alexander to 
accept hereof. Alexander cauſing the Ambaſladors to 
withdraw, adviſed with his Councel, yet heard no man 
ſpeak but Parmenio, who was the very right hand of 
his good Fortune, and he perſwaded him to acceptof 
(ſuch fair conditions : He rold him, that the Empire be- 
tween Exphrates and the Helleſpoxt, was a large addition 
to Macedonia: That the retaining of thoſe Perſzan prifo- 
ncrs was a great cumber to him; and that the Treaſure 
offered for them was of far better uſe than their perſons, | 
with divers other Arguments, yet A/exandcr, rejected all; 
though it was very probable, that it he had followed his 
advice,and (ct bounds to his ambition within thoſe limite, 


of fir gc to have eojayed his eſtate, which afterwards, 
indeed he much enlarged, rather to the preatning of 0- 
thers than' himſelf, who 'to aflure themſelves of what 
they had Uſurped, left not one of his iflue alive within 
a few years after. Beſides, Alexander by going fo far 
into the Eaſt, leſt behind him the reputation which he 
brought with him out of Macedonia, of a juſt and PTIu-

But the Perfpan Ambaſſadors waited: for their anſwer, 
which was to this efte&: that what curtelies loever be 


proceded from his own naturall clemency, and magna- 
nimicy, withoutall reſpeC& to their Maſter, but thanks 
to an enemy - was improper-: That he made no Wars 
againſt adverſity, but againſt thoſe that reliſted kim: 
Not againſt Women, and Children, but againſt armed 
enemies * And alfo that by the reiterated practices of 
Darixs, to corrupt his Souldicrs, and by great ſummes 
of moncy, todebauch his Friends to atrempor fome- 
thing, againſt his Perſon, he had reaſon to doubt whe. 
ther the peace offered were really intended, yet could 
he not ( were ittrue and faithfull ) reſolve: in haſt to ac- 
ce; tofit, ſeeing Darin had Warred againft him, not as 
a King, with Royal and over forecs, but as a Traitor, 
by ſecret, and baſe praCtices. _ Beſides, the Territories 
which he offered him were alrcady his own ; and if 
Darizs, could beat him back again over Ephrates, he 
would then belicve that he offered him ſomthing that 
was in his power to give : Otherwiſe he propounded to 
himſelf, as a reward of his cnterprizes, all thoſe King- 
doms which D.rizs as yethad-inhis poſſcilion ; where- 
1n, whether he was abuſed by his own hopes or no, the 
Battell which he meant-to fight the day following, 
ſhould determine. And in conclufion,he rold chem, that 
he came into A5a, to give Kingdoms, and not to re- 
teivethem : That the Heavens could net hold two

Indeed 
the ſuccefle commended Alex 2nders reſolution, though 
the Counſel given by Þ armenio was more ſound. Yet 
when he came to view the multitude of his enemies, he 
began to (ſtagger, and entrenched himſelf upon a Ground 
of advantage, which fooliſhly the Perſians had aban- 


ſtood with his men in Armour allthe day, and forborne

But what can we judg of this great encounter, other 
than (as ia the two forme Battels at Graxich,, and in 
Cilicia) that the Perſians, upon the firſt charge, ran a- 
way, and that the Macedonians purſued rhem. Forif 
that every man whom Darixs brought inro the. ficld, 


had but caſt a Dart, ora ſtone, the Aſacedonizns could 


not haye bought the Empire of the Eaſt at ſo cafiy arate, 


as fix orſeven hundred in three ſuch notorious Bartels. 
Certainly ' 
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Certainly if Darizs bad fought with Alexander upon the 
banks of £xphrates, and had Armed bur filry or ſixty 
thouſand of this great multicude, oncly with Spades 
(for molt of his men were fit for no other weapon ) it 
had been impoſlible for Alexander to have paſſed that 
River ſo caſily , much leſs the River of Tygris. But as a 
'man, whoſe Empire God was putting a Period to 
| he abandoned all places of advantage, and (uffered 
| Alexander to enter fo far into the bowels of his King- 
dom , as all hope and poſſibility of cſcaping by re- 


treat being taken from the Aacedonians , they were 


put to the choiſe , either ro die or Conquer, to 
| which EleCtion Darizs conld no way conſtrain his men, 
ſceing they had many large Regions to run into from 
their invaders. 

Darius, after the rout of his Army, fled to Ar- 
bela that night, better attended in his flight than in 
the fight, and to them that fled with him, he pro- 
[pounded his purpoſe of retreating into Media , perſwad- 
ing them that the. Macedonians, who were greedy of ſpoil 
and riches, would rather attempt Babylor, Suſa, and other 
Cities filled with Treaſure, than co purſue the yanquiſhed. 
This miſerable reſolution his Nobility rather obeyed,than 
approved. : EHP 
| Soon after the departure of Darixs, came ' Alexander 
to Arbela, which, with a great maſs of Treaſure, 
and many Princely Ornaments, was ſurrendred to him. 
For the fear which accompanied Darizs , took no- 
thing with it but ſhame, and diſhonour. He that 
had been twice beaten before, ſhould have ſent his 
Treaſure into Media rather than to have brought it to 
Arbela, {o neer the place where he intended to wait 
the coming of his enemy. It he had been viftorious, 
he might have brought it back ar leaſure : Bnr be- 
ing overcome, he knew it impoſſible to_ drive: Mules 
and Camels loaden with Gold, from :the purfuiag 
Enemy , ſecing himſelf, at the 'overchrow which [he 
had in Cilicia, caſt the Crown from his head ,*to run 
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away the lighter : But its eaſier to reprehend, than to amend 
what is paſt, : 

From Arbela, Alexander marched towards Babylon, 
where Mazur, in whom Darius had moſt confidence, 
 rendred to him, himl(clf, his Children, and the City, 
| Alſo the Captain of the Caſtle where the Treaſure was 
' kepr ; ſtrewed the ſtreets with Flowers, burnt Frank- 
'incenle upon the Silver Altars, as Alexander paſled by, 
and delivered to him whatſoever was committed to his 
rrult. The Adagi allo , who were the (baldear Aſtrolo- 
gers , followed this Captain to entertain their new 
'King: Afrer theſc,came the Babylonian Horſemen, in- 
| fiaitly rich in attire, but exceeding poor in Warlike 
| furairure. Between theſe and himſfelt, 4/exarger cauſed 
| his Macedonian foormen to march. Whea he entred the 
Caſtle be admired the Glory thereof , and the abund- 
ance of 'Ircalure which he found therein, amounting 
ro fifty thouſand Talents of Silver uncoined. In this 
City, rich in all things, but moſt, of all in voluptu- 
ous pleaſures, the King reſted himſelf and his whole 
Army thirty four days, ſpending that time in Ban- 
quetting, and in all forts of cfteminate exerciſes , 
which ſo much ſoftned che minds of the Macedonians, 
not acquainted till now with ſuch delicacies, as the 
| ſevere iſcipline of War, which taught them to cn- 

dure hunger and thirſt, painfull trayell, and hard 
lodging, began rather to be forgotten than negleQed, 
Alexander,as he was rowed upon a Lake ncer Baby- 
lon in his Gally, a ſudden tempeſt ariſing blew off his 
Hat , and Crown faſtened upon it, into the Lake, 
whereupon one of the Marriners, leaping into the 
water, {wam, and fetched it to him, and to keep it the 
drier, he put it upon his own head, Alexander rewarded 
him with a Talent for ſaving his Crown; but withall, 
cauſed his Head robe cur oft, for preſuming to put his 
Crown upon it. - 
During his abede here, Alexander inſtituted thoſe 
Regiments conſiſting of a thouſand Souldicrs , ap» 
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| [fix thouſand Foot, and five hundred Horſe out of Aace-

| While Alexander was yet at Babylon, there came to 

him a great ſupply out of Exrepe. For Antipater ſent him 


dovia ; and of the Thracians three thouſand Foot, and as 
many Horſe, and out of Greece four thouſand, and 
four hundred Horle, by which his Army was great- 


pleaſures of Babylon , could hardly be brought a- 
gain to change their ſoft beds for hard boards, and the

Alexander left the City and Caſtle of Babylon, with 
the Territories adjoyning, in charge with three of his 
own Captains, Arathow, Minetus , and Appolidorm , 
leaving.a thouſand Talents to ſupply their wants : But 
to grace Mazenus, who delivered up the City to him 
he gave him the title of his Lientenant Generall, and} 
took along with him Bagiftines , who ſurrended the 
Caſtle ro him; and having diſtributed to eyery Sonl- 
dier a part of the Treaſure , he left Babylon and cn- 
tred into the Province of Satrapene , marching from 
thence towards Suſs in Perſia, {ituated on'the River 
Euleus, which City was ſometime' Governed by the 
Prophet Dniel. Here Abulites , the Governour of this 
famous City , gave it up to the Conquerour, with 
fifty thonſand Talents of Silver in Bullion, and twelve 
Elephants for the War, with all other che Treaſure of 
D-rixs there; ſuch as the Perfian Kings had for along 
time, heaped up together , leaving it from Father: to 
Son; all which in one hour came into his hands who 
had never cared for it. 1» this ſort did' thoſe Vaſsals of 
Fortune ; thoſe lovers of the Kings proſperity , not" of his | 
Perſon , purchaſe their own peace, and ſafety with their Ma-| 


flers Treaſures and herein was Alexander well adviſed, | 
. E 3 | that 
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that whatſocycr titles he gave to the Perſians, yet he lefi 
all places of importance jn truſt with his own Cap. 
tains, as Babylon, Suſa, Perſepolis, with other Cj. 


ties, and Provinces that were Conquered by him: for 
had Darixs but beaten the Macedonians in one Battel, all 
the Perſian Nobility would have turned again to their na«! 
turall Lord. | 

Whileſt Alexander was ranſacking Arbels, Mazens 
might have furniſhed Darizs from Babylon ; and whileft 
he {taycd 'thole thirty tour daycs at Babylon » Abulites 
might have holpen him from $S»ſa : and whileſt 
he was Feaſting, and Frolicking there ; Teridates 
from Perſepolis might fully have ſupylied him : for! 
the chictcſt bulk of his Trealure was laid up in 
that City : But benefits bind mot the ambitious but the 
honeſt ; for thoſe that are ſelfiſh , de in all changes, conſult only 
the conſervation of their own greatneſs, 

The Government of $#ſa,with the Caſtle and treaſure, 


Alexander committed to his own AM7 acedonians , making 
eA bulites,who rendred it to him, his Lieutenant,as he had 
done Mazexs before,giving them Honourable Titles, but 
neither truſt nor power, For he left three thouſand old 
Souldiers to Garriſon that City, and with them, the 
Mother, and Children of Darius to repoſe themſelves 
there. | 

From Suſs Alexander marched with his Army to- 
wards Perſepolis ; but when he ſought to paſs* thoſe 
Mountains that ſunder S#fiazs and Per/ia, he was ſoundly 
beaten by Ariobarzanes, who defended thoſe Streights 
againſt him , called Pyle Perſidis, and after the loſs of 
many of his Macedonians , he was forced to ſavehim-' 
ſelf by retreat, cauſing his Foot to march cloſe toge- 
ther, and to cover themſelves with their Targets from 
the Stones that were tumbled upon rHtm from the Moune 
tain-tops. Yet in the end, he found out another paſlage, 
which was diſcovered to him by a Lyciax that lived 1n 
that Country, and thereby, coming ſuddenly upon Arje-

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ground, he overthrew him, who from thence fled 
to Perſepolis : But the Citizens refuſing ro admit him, 
he returned and gave a ſecond charge upon the Aſacedo-

Many Grceks ( for Authors agree 1.ot upan their 
number ) having been raken Priſoners by the Perſians, 
preſented themſelyes here to Alexander, Theſe had 
the Berbarians ſo maimed, by cuting offtheir Hands, 
| Eares, Noles, and other Members, as that they could 
[not have bcea known totheir own Country men, but 

by there Language. To each of theſe Alexander gave 
three hundred Crowns, with new Garments, and ſuch 
| Lands as they liked to live upon, 

| Tiridates, one of Darius his falſhearted Grandees, 
| hearing of Alexenders approach to Perſepolis , made him 
| ROW that Perſepolis was ready to receive him, and in- 
treated him to double his pace, becauſe there was a de- 
| cermination amongſt the People to Plunder the Kings 


Treaſury. This City was forſaken by many of her ln- 


habicants upon Alexanders arrivall, and they thar ſtaid, | 


followed the worlt Counſel. For the City was : given 
up to the Liberty of the Souldicrs to ſpoil, and kill at 
their pleaſure, There was no place in the world at 
that time, which, if it had been lain in the Ballance 
with Perſepoliz, would have weighed it down, lndeed, 
Babylon, and Suſa were very rich; but in Perſepolis 
lay the bulk; and greateſt ſtore of the riches of Perja. For 
after the ſpoil that had been made, of money, curious 
Plate, Bullion, Images of Gold, and Silver, and o- 
ther jewels, there remained to' Alexavder himſelf one 
huadred and twenty thouſand Talents, and as much 
other Treaſure as rwenty thouſand Mules, and ten thou 

ſand Camels could carry away, much ' whereof had 

been reſerved there from the dayes of Eyrus, Here ir 
was that Alexander, ſetting himſelf down upon Dariz:s his 
Throne, it was fo high that his fcet could' not reach 
the ground, whereupon one of his artendants brought 
him a little 'Table, and ſer' it under his feer,, One of 
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Darinss Eunuchs ſtanding by, lighed, and wept erie. 
voully, which Alexander taking notice of, asked him 
the reaſon of it ?. the Eunuch anſwered, 7 weep ts ſee , 
Table that was ſo highly prized by my Maſter Darius, now 
to be made thy ſootfkool. Here he: lete the ſame number 
of three thouſand Macedonians, in Perſepolts, as lic had 
done in Szſx, and gave the ſame forma]l honour to the 
Traitor Tiridates, as he had done to Abwlires ;but he come 
mirted the charge of the place ro N:carides, a Creature of 
his own. Y: 

The Body of his Army he letc here for thirty dayes,un- 
derthe care of Parmenio, and Craterus, and with a thou- 
ſand Horſe, and certain choſen Bands of Foot, he would 
needs view in the winter time, thoſe: parts of Perſia 
which now were covered with Snow : A fruitleſs and! 
fooliſh enterpriſe, Some ſpeak it in his praiſe, that 
when his Seuldiers cried out againſt him, becauſe of 
the extream Froſt and Snow, through which they could 
aot make way but with great ditaculcy , that eMlex- 
ander fotſook his Horſe, and marched on foot before 
them: But what can be more ridiculous than for a man to 
bring otber men into extremity, thereby to ſhew how wel! him 


ſelf can endure ir; Being his walking on foot did noo- 
therwilſe take off their wearineſle that followed him, 
than his ſometime forbearing to drink, did quench their 
chirſt that could lefle endure it. 

Alexander being returned to Perſopol:s, thoſe Hiſtori- 
ans that were moſt enamored of his virtuzs, complain,| 
that the opinion of his Valour, of his Liberaliry , of his| 


Clemency towards the vanquiſhed, and all other-his 


ſmothered in his carouling cups all the repuration of his 
former ations, and that by deſcending as it were, from 
the awfull Throne of the greatclt King, into the compa» 
ny, and familiarity of the baſteſt Harlots, he began to 
be deſpiſed both of his own, and of all othcr Narions. 
For when he wasenflamed with \Vine, and: being per- 
{waded by the infamous Strumpet Thais, he cauſed the 


Noble conditions, were drewned in Dri::k, That he| 
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moſt ſumtuous, and goodly Caſtle and City of Perſe- 
poli to be conſumed with fire, notwithſtanding all the 
Arguments that Parmexio could ule to the contrary, 
who told him, that it wasa diſhonour to deſtroythole 
things by the perſwaſion of others, which by his proper 
virtue, and force, he obtained : and that it would bea 
ccrtain evidence to the Afiaticks, to think hardly of 
him, and thereby alienate their hearts from bim, For 
they might well believe, that he which demoliſhed rhe 
g0031:eft Ornaments they had , meant nothing leſfle, 
_ alter ſuch vaſtations, ro hold the poſleition of 
them. 

About this time Alexander received another ſupply of 
Souldiers out of Cilica, and advanced to find out Darizs 
in Media, Darins had there formed his fourth, and 
laſt Army, which he mcantto have encreaſed in Bafiria, 
had he not heard of Alexanders comming on, with 
whom ( truſting to his preſent numbers, which yet 
were but thirty or fourty thouſand ) he intended once 
again to try what he might doe egainſt him. He 
therefore called together his Captains, -and Com- 
manders, and propounded his reſolution to them, who 
deſparing of good ſucceſſe, ftosd for a while {tent : 
Butatlaſt fr:ab4zx5 one of his eldeſt men of War, who 
had ſometime lived with King Philip the Father of 
Alexander , brake the ſilence , proteſting that he 
could neyer be beaten by any adverſity of the Kings, 


from the faith that he hadever ought him, with firm |. 


confidence that all the reſt were of the ſame mind, 
whereof they likewiſe aſſured Dorivs, by: the like pro- 
teſtation, and ſo they approved of the Kings relolu- 
tion. Two onely, and they the greateſt, ro wit, 
Nobsrz,ancs, and Beſſus, who was Governor of Baftria, 
had conſpired againſt their Maſter, and therefore ad- 
viled the. King to lay a new foundation for the War, 
and to purſue it for the preſent by 'ſeme ſuch perſon a- 

nſt whom neither che Gods, nor Fortune had inall 
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things declared themaſclves to be an cnemy. | | 
This 
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This preamble Nzb»rz.1nes uſed, and inconcluſion 
adyiſed the Eleion of his fellow Traitor Beſs, with 
promiſe that when the War ſhould be ended, the Em- 
pire ſhould be again reſtored ro Darivs, The King, 
(wolne with diſdain, prefled towards Nahurzenes to 
have ſlain him; but Beſs, and the Ba&riaxs, whom 
he commanded, being more in number than the reſt, 
with held him, Hereupon Nyhurzanes withdrew 
himſclf and Beſſus followed him, making their Quar. 
ters apart from the reſt of the Army. Artabazzs, the 
che Kings faithfull ſervant, perſwaded him to be adviſed, 
and to comply for the time, the rather becauſe 4lex- 
ander Was at hand, and that he would at leſt make ſhew 
of forgeting the offence: which the King (being of x 
gentle diſpoſition ) eaſily ycilded to. Then came Beſſu 
rotheKing and madchis ſubmiſſion : But Patron, who 
commanded a Brigade of four theuſand Greeks, which 
had in all the former Battels ſerved Darizs faithfully, 
and had alwayes made their retreat 1n deſpir of t 
Macedenians, offered himſelf ro Darivs te guard his 
Perſon, proteſting againſt the Treaſon of B-ſus. ( But 
God had otherwiſe determined of the Empire, and therefor, 
ſo far was the King infatnated, that he ever rejeGed their 
Cennſel from the begining of the War, who were moſt faith- 
fullto him.) And now hearkened fo Beſſws, who told 
him, that the Greeks, with Patren their aptain, were 
corrupted by Alexander and practiced the diviſion of 
his faithfull ſeryants: Yet, even this while, Beſs bad 
corrupted , and drawn to himſelf thirty chouſand ofthe 
Army, promiſing them all thoſe things by which, the 
lovers p the world and themſelves, are wont to beal- 
lured, to wit, Riches, honour, and Safety. Ay 

Now the day following D arizs plainly diſcovered 
the purpoſes of Befſus , and being overcome with pal- 
ſion, as judging himſelf unable ro make head againſt 
theſe ungratefull and unnatural Traitors, he prayed 
eArtabazss, his faithfull ſervant, to depart from him, 
and to provide for his own ſafty, In like mannor he dil- 
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diſcharged the reſt of his attendants, all ſave a few of his 
Eunuchs. For his Gaurds had voluntarily abandoned 
him. His Perfas, being moſt baſe cowards , durſt 
not undertake his defence againſt the Ba#rians, though 
[they had four thouſand Greeks to aſlift them, who of 
[themſelves were able to beat both the Patties, But 
its molt true, That him that forſakes himſelf , will no 
| man follow, It had bcen far morg mantike, and King- 
[like to have died in the head of theſe four thouſand 
Greeks, who offered him the diſpoſall of their lives, (to 
| which 4rtabazus allo perlwaded him® than to have 
lainupon the ground bewailing himſelf, and ſuffering 
/ himſelf to be beund like a ſlave, by thoſe ambitious 
| Monſters that Jaid violent hands on him ; whom neither 
[the conſideration of his former great eſtate, nor the Ho- 
[nour he had conferred upon chem, nor the truſt he had 
[repoſed in them, nor the world of benefits he had be- 
ſtowed on them, could moye to pity: No, nor his 
preſent adyerſity, which above all things ſhould have 
prevailed with them, could pierce their viperous, and 
gratcſull hearts, 

Darius, thus forſaken, was bound by them, and laid |

in a Cart covercd with Hides of Beaſts, that he might 
not be diſcovered ; and toadde deſpite; and derifion ro 
his adverſity , they bound him with Chaines of Gold, 
and ſo drew him amongſt their ordinary Carriages, For 
Beſſus, and Naburzanes perſwaded themſelves that they 
might redeem their lives, and beſetled in their Provin- | 
ces that they held, cither by delivering him a Pri- | 
fouer to Alexander, Or if that hope failed, ro make 
themſelves Kings by his murther , and thei to de- 
fend themſelves by force of Armes. But their cx- 
pet:rions were fruſtrate in both, For jr was againſt 
the Nature of God, who is moſt juſt, to ſuffer ſuch 
villany to go unpuniſhed, yea, though againſt an Hea- 
then King, and an Idolator. . | 

' Alex 2nder hearing that Dariis was retreated towards 
Batiria , not daring to abide his coming, haſtned after 
him by a violent march, and "ecu he voor nor!

The Macedonians began now to hope that their tra- 
yels were neer an end : and therefore eycry man was 
preparing for his return, whereof when Alexander was 
informed, he was much troubled at it, For the boun- 
ded Earth ſuffized not for his boundlefle ambition. Ma- 
ay Arguments he therefore uſed to draw on his Army 
farther into the Eaſt : But that which prevailed moſt 
was, that Beſs, a baſe Traitor to his Maſter Darizs, 
having at his devotion the Hyrcaniavs, and Battrians, 
would in a ſhort time, if the Aacedonians ſhould now 
returne, make himlſelt Lord of the Perpay Empire, and 
reap the fruit of all their former travels. In concluſion, 


ſaving Craterus with certain Regiments of Foot, and 
Amynias with {1x thouſand Horſe, in Parthia, heentred 
(not-withaut ſome oppoſition) 1ato Hyrcania, For the 
Mardons, and other Barbarous Nations, defended ccr- 
tain paſlages for a while, But at laſt prevailing, he 
paſled the River of Zioberis, which, taking its riſein Por- 
this, empties it ſelf into the Caſpian Sea, It runneth 
under the ledg of Mountains which bound Parthis, 
and Hyrcania, where, hiding it ſelf under ground for 
three hundred furlongs, ir then riſcth again, and follows 
its former courſe as 15 ſaid before, In Zadracarta the 
Metropolis of Hyreanis , Alexander refted fifteen days;

on againſt Beſſws, and by ſetting a great Pile of Wood on 
fire, with the advantage of a {troag winde, he won a 
paſſage over an high, and unacceſlible Rock, which 
was defended againſt him by thirty thouſand Foot, the 
extremity of the'fire,and ſmoak,forcing them to quit the 
place, which otherwiſe had been invincible: Atrcr which,

of Alexander, went about to draw Nicomscas,' a young 
man whom he loved, into the conſpiracy ; The youth, 
although he was firſt bound by Oath to ſecrecy, when he 
heard fo foul a matter uttered, began to proreſt againſt it 
ſo vehemently, that his Friend was like to have flain 


 himgto ſecure his own life ; and ſo, conſtrained by tear, 


he made ſhew as if he had been won by per{ſwaſtion, and 
by ſeeming at length, to like well of the buſineſs, he 
was told more at large who they were that had under- 
taken it, There were nine or ten of them, all men of 
rank, whoſe Names Dimnns ( the better to countenance 
the enterprize ) reckoned up to him. Nycomachss had

Two days paſſed, and Philotas never brake with the 
King about the matter, but ſtill excuſed himſelf to Ce- 
ballinus by the Kings want of leaſure. This his coldneſs 
bred ſuſpition, and cauſed Ceballims-to apply himſelf 
ro one Metron, Keeper of the Kings Armory, who forch- 
with brought him to Alexangers preſence. Alexander 
finding by examination what had paſſed between Ce- 
ballinns, and Philotas, (ully per[waded himſelf thar this 
concealment of the Treaſon argued Philotas to have a 
hand in it; when Dimeus theretore was brought before 


I ſo offended thee, that thou ſhovldſt think Philotas more wor- 
thy to be King than my ſelf? Dimnus, when he was 


firſt apprehended , perceiving how the matter was 
like to go, had ſo wounded himſelf, that he lived 
no longer than to give his laſt groan in the Kings pre- 

ſence, *% 

Then was Philot a (cnt for, and charged with the (uſpi- 
tion which his ſilence might juſtly breed. His anſwer 
was, that whenthe Treaſon was revealed to him by Nies- 
machus, he judged 1t to be but frivolous, and therefore 
forbore to acquaint Alexander with ir, till he could pro- 

cure better information. This crrour of his (if it were 
bur an Errour ) though Alexander, for the notable (er- 

vices done by his Father Parmenio, and his Brother Ni- 

cawor, lately dead, and by Pb;l-tarhimfelt, had freely par-

After this there followed a marvellous diſcontent in his | 
Army, becauſe he had refolved to ſend into Macedoniaall 
thoſe old Souldies which could no longer endure the tra- 
vell of the \War, and to kcep the ret in Afis, He 
made many Orations to ſatisfie them, bur all his words 
were in vain during the heigth of their fury ; Yet when 
cheir firſt paſſi>ns were evaporated, they became more 
cractable. And with ſuch as were licenced to depart, he 
lent Craterys, to whom he gave the Licutenantſhip of 
Macedonia;Theſſaly,&Thrac:,which Antipater had Govern- 
ed from the time of Alexanders departure out of Exrope, 
who (during that time) had ſubdued the rebellious 
Greeks, diſcharged the trult committed to him with great 
fidelity, and ſent him from time to time ſo many ftrong 
(upplies into Aſia. 

Certainly if Alexander had not taken counſell of his

of conditions of Peace from h.m , and that the Children of 
Caroloman ſhould be declared Kings of France. 

Theſe demands were judged fo unreaſonable , that the 
Treaty was broken , andthe French Ambaſſadors recurned 
home : And Dzdter proſecutes his War againſt the Church 
more eagerly then he did before, and having ſpoiled all the 
Territories of Ravenna, he took Faenza, Ferrara, C:machia, 
Camparria, and Rrmand:ola , Towns of the fix Govern- 
ments, or Hexarchy. Charlemagnes Ambaſſadors , upon 
their return, inform their Maſter, that the War with the 
Lombard could not be avoided : and they found Charles in 
a Poſture fir to invade /raly : For he had Levyed a goodly 
Army to ſuppreſle the rebellious Saxons , who ( impatient! 
of the French yoke } revolied daily from his Obedience} 
_ Army was now ready to bz imployed againſt the Lon- 
bard. 

Yet was not Charlemagne willing to attempt any thing in 
a matter of ſuch'importance withouc che adviſe of his Eſtates,

After which, the Lombard rallying , and 
reenforcing his Army, fights bim again,'and was again bea- 
cen, and ſo ſhattered were his Troops, that he was enforced 
to ſuffer his Enemy to be Maſter of the Field, which proved 
an infallible Harbinger to his totall Ruine, Thus having 
cumbuJtuouſly truſſed up what he could in ſuch haſte, he ſent

his Son A{degiſe to Verona, with the Widdow and Children] - 
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diligently Fortified, as the Fortreſs,or Dungeon rather of his 
ſaſt Fortune, | 
Charlemagne purſues him at the heels , and with all his 
Forces beſieged him in Pavia, reſolving to bave it at what 
price ſoever. And to make his reſolution the more mani- 
teſt, he ſent for his Wife and Children into Traly, to the end 
that the 7:a/igns (who bicherto were doubrfull tro whom to 
adhere) might know his mind, and withour attending any 
new occurrents, might reſolve to obey the Vicor, 
Having thus cooped up Diater in Pavia, and ſeiſed upon 
all theavenues, he reſolved to attempt Yeroa alſo, which 
they held to be the ſtrongeſt place in, all L9mwbardy, So lea- 
ving his Uncle Bernard to continue the liege of Pavia , he 
marched with part of his Army to YVerosg. 
His beginnings being ſo ſuccesfull, and this Check given 
to Duaer, (who was now, aSitwere, ſhut up in Priſon, ) 
1 gavea great alteration to the affaires ofeither party amongſt 
theſe people ofdiverſe humours. The Spolerines, and Rea- 
tines , and thoſe of Ancona , of Fermo, and of Offino (ſiri- 
vingas it were, which ſhould be firſt ) 'yie!ded ro ,Charle- 
magne, and deteſted the. wretched , and forlorn eſtate of | 
' Didier, as a worthy reward of his Treachery, Injuſtice, and 
Violence. The Venetians (who were Neuters, and ſpeQa- 
tors of this Tragedy , and had never dealt in any ſore with 
Didier ) offered amity and ſuccours to Cherlemagne, whode: 
' fired them to keep the Seas quiet, leſt the Emperor of Cox

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| who received both the Inhabitants , and Berthe to mercy 
keeping his agreement punRually with themgupon Berrhe & 
her Children, he inflited no puniſhment, bur only blamed 
them for their uncivil raſhneſs, and enjoyned themto return 
into France, there rodo better, and ro live more honorably, 
This being about EaFer, Charlemagne took the oportunity 
to go to Rome , where yet he ſtaied only eight dayes to viſit 
the moſt remarkable places, and to confer with Pope Adr;- 
an. The Pope made Charles a Patrician of Rome , which 
was 4 ſtep to mount him to the Empire, From thence he 
haſted, and came to Payia, which had now been beſieged 
for the ſpace of ten moneths : and being preſſed by Warre 
without , and by the Famine, and Peſtilence within , it at 
laſt yeilded upon compoſition : and D:der ( who had hated 
Charles without cauſe, and attempted War raſhly) fell into 
his enemies hands , who yer ſhewed himſelf Prudent in un. 
dertaking the War , and mild and modeſt in his uſe of the 
Victory. : 
Thus Charlemagne ering begun the War juſtly,and ended 
it happily,ruined the Kingdom of the Zombardsin 1raly, cat- 
rying D:dzer priſoner with him to Lzevs, ar to Leeg ; for 
Authors agree not of 'the certain place. This was Anno 
Chrifi 776. * A notable date to preſent the Tragicall end 
of ſogreat a Kingdom, which had continued in raly for the 
ſpace of two hundred and four years under Princes of diverſe 
Ffooftions. But Pride, Injuſtice and Tyranny, had provd- 
ked the wrath of God againſt themyſo as whilſt chey rhoughr 
to take from another , they loſt their own, To uſurp the 
liberties of others, they fell into ignominjous ſlavery them- 
ſelves, and their ſubtilty proved the occaſion, and haſtener 
of their ruine. An excellent Pattern for Princes and great 
States not to attempt an unjuſt and unneceſſary War, nor to 
uſurp upon any other mans right, thinking to prevail over a 
good cauſe by Craft and Policy. 
Charlemagne (as was ſaid before) uſed his Victory with 
great moderation towards the Conquered Nation, which, 
gave great.content to all es, who held ic a gain co

During the Seige of Pavia z Pope Adrian held a Councel 


anſwerable to his merits of the Church, wherein it wasde-

might have opportunity to imploy his Souldiery, the hate of 
the Spaniards againlt the Sarazims , and the generall fear of 
all Chriſtians , leaſt theſe Caterpillers ſhould creep further 
into Exrops, 

This was the eſtate of Span at this time, The Sarazins 
had conquered a great partof it, and were divided under 
| diverſe Commands which had the Title of Kingdoms. Yet 
| cheſe diverſe Kings ( being apprehenſive of their common 
danger) reſolved to unite their torces againſt Charlemagne, 
their common enemy ; and foreſceing the Tempeſt , x an. 

ſought to preventit , andto croſs the delignes of Charle- 
| magne: Forwhich end, theyſuborned King 1dnabala, a 
| Sarazi»y, being a very ſubtile, and crafty man , toinſinuate 

himſelf into the acquaintance,and familiarity of Charlemagne, ; 
| which ſtratagem prevailed more then all their Power and | 
Forces. 

- Charlemagne was much quickned to this War by Alphonſo, 

ſurnamed the Chaſt, King of Navar, & by the Aftariars, and 
Gallizians (Chriſtian People of Spare ) who ſuggeſted to him 
that the War would be eaſie, profitable, and honourable, 
and therefore moſt worthy the Valour, and Fortune of 
Charlemagne, This [dnabalaalſo ( under a ſhew of friend- 
| ſhip ) laboured to haſten him to the execution of this en- 
terpriſe, from which he knew well he could not diverghim,

error : Yet whatis molt probable , and can be gathered out 
ofthe moſt authentick Authors ſhall be here ſer down. They 
ſay, that Charlemagne, to make this undertaking more ho- 
nourable in ſhew , did at this time inſtitutethe Ord2y of the 
twelve Peersof France. | 

Charlemagne being entred into Spain with his brave Army, 
found no objeR for them whereon to exerciſe their Valour: 
For the Sarazins, reſolving to. make adefenſive, rather 
then an offenſive War, had withdrawn themſelves into their 
Cities, which they had fortified trongly, The moſt re- 
nowned of the Sarazin Kings at this time, were Aigoland , 
Bellingan, D:14/es, Marſile, and !dnabala: 'Butthis laſt, as 
was Fid before, made ſhew of much friendſhip to Charle- 
magne , and of open hatred againſt the other Sarezn Kings; 
with whom notwithſtanding he held ſecret and ſtrickt intel- 
ligenceto betray Charlemagne unto them,

This loſſe was very great: For Writers ſay that forty 
chouſand of the French here loſt their lives; M:lox himſelfe 
being alſo ſlain for a confirmation of the Sarazins V:iRory, 
Charlemagne was at this time afar off, and ſo notable by any 
diligenceto prevent the loſſe. Yer he ſuppreſſed his grief 
and trouble , leaſt he ſhould diſcourage the whole Army : 
and ſo haſtning thicherward , he gathered up the retadendel 
of thoſe broken, and diſperſed Troops , withall, keeping 
the Conquered Cities, and ſuch as were Friends in their due 
Obedience ; But after this there fell out another acci- 
dent. 

A-gotand Aigoland being puffed up with Pride through his late Vi- 
_ Rory , marched with his Army into Gaſcoinve, and beſieged 

" {Agen, to divert Charlemagne from his purſuit, androdraw 
charles | him home to defend his own Country. So as Charlemagne , 
rerurnes. fearing leaſt his own abſence 9 and the Sarazims late Victo- 
ry ſhonld cauſe any alteration in the minds of them of Gas- 
exne, being then Subjects of whom he had no great aſſurance, 
he returned into France. Aigoland had now continued ſome 
moneths at the ſiege of Age», yet bad prevailed little , but 
only in over-runing the Cry which ts did freely (with- 
out any conſiderable reſiſtance ) even unto Xaintonge: the 
Country-men in the mean time retiring into the Walled 
Townes, expected the return of Chay/emagze their King : 
Argolands Army was very great, and puſſed up with the re- 
membrance of their late Victory : So as Charlemagne return- 
ing with his Forces from Spain well tired , he maintained his 
Countries more through bis authority,then by preſent force; 
yet Cid he give life to the courage of his SubjeRs with his 
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preſence , and bridled the proud Sarazin , who could not 
beignorant with whom he had to deal, nor where he was, 
being environed with the enemies on all fides,and in an ene- 
mes Country, 

Hereupon Argolard, pretending an inclination unto peace, 
gave Charl:magne to underitand that te had been the firit 
invader, and that his own comming into France was 0n- 
ly to draw his enemy out of Span, and to. cauſe himro 
[cave to the Sarazins their conquered Countries free; and 
cherefore ( ſaid he ) the Treaty of an accord is eaſy , 
ſeeing all rhe queſtion is only to leave to every man his 
own, andto ſuffer him to enjoy it quietly, the world be. 
ing wide enough forusall, But to the end this Treaty 
might take good effect, after many meſſages to and fro, 
they reſolve rocome to a Parlee : and: upon Charlewagnes 
Faith given, Argo/axd came to his Camp, 

Charlemagne, either really moved with a Zeal for Religi- 
on, or atleaſt, making it the colour of his Actions, gave 
the $arazn to underſtand, that he ſhould have his Friend- 
ſhip if he wonld leave his Pagan Superſtition, - be Baptiſed.;, 
and make open profeſſion ot Chriſtianity. The Sarazin , 
although he had a goodly Army, yet not willing to ha- | 
zard any thing, and content with his former revenge upon 
Charlemagne, deſired nothing more then to return quietly | 
into Spaize, And being nowin the middeſt of his enemies 
Camp, to maintain his reputation, be made no ſhew zt. all 
of fear, but talking to his own advantage (as if uo force, 
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and cunning diſcourſe with Charlemagne, ſhewing, That un- 
neceſſary Wars were the ruin of mankind, 3nd that he was 
grieved to ſee ſo much Blood ſpilt : Thathe had not begun, 
bur followed, being urged by neceſlity to defend: himſelt 
and his Country againſt the Forces of Charlemagne; That 
he was-not yet ſo dejected, nor his Forces ſo weak.as to re-

and thirty thouſard men, and being thus fraught with Chol- 
ler and indignation, he returned into Spair. His firſt en- 
try was proſperous : Forin the encounter he defeated 41: 
golands Army near to Pampelure, and for a Seal of his Victo- 
ry , hecarriedaway the-head A:goland his enemy , who 
was ſlain by the hand of Arnold ot Belange, a Noble and 
Valiant Knight : But the ſequel was not anſwerable to the 
beginning: For notwithitanding the overthrow of the Sara: 
zin Troops, all the reſt in Spain were not vanquiſhed, where 
there were more Kings , and more men of War, who kept] 
correſpondence with Am «rath, King of Babylon, which place 
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IHarſice and Belingand , rwo Brethren, were the chief 
of the remainder of the Sarazin Army , wherein there was 
a great Bavylonian Gyant, called Ferragat, of anexceeding 
itarure, himdid Rowland ſlay , who was Nephew to Char- 
lemegne , after which the Sarazins gathered together the 
relits of their brook:n Troops , and made a ſhew of reſo- 
lute men, vowing to ſell their lives at a dear rate to Charle. 
magn?,. being favoured by many great , and good Townes 
in the Country, Charlemagne makes a ſudden ſtop and pur. 
ſues not his Victory , God reſerving to himſelf a Soveraign 
power over all mens deſignes, yea , over the greateſt, and 
in matters of greateſt conſequence, to the end thatall may 
learn to ask counſel{ and: ſucceſle of him ,. and it was his 
will,and. pleaſure that the French Forces ſhould not conquer 
and poſfeſfe Spain , the which he had reſerved as a portion 
for another Nation, . <4SGD.

Charlemagne having intelligence brought him of this great 
and unexpected loſſe , retyrned ſuddenly to take his re- | 
veng? upon the $«raz;»s, of whom he killed an infinite num- 
ber in ſeverall places: and being informed of the Treaſon 
of Gaines, he cauſed him to be drawn in pieces by four Hor-| 
ſes, asthe only author of this miſerable defeat. And bein 
tranſported with a juſtdiſdain , and indignation forthis ſo 
baſe an affront,he had purpoſed to have paſſed on in Spain to 
rake further revenge.

Charlemagne was recei- 
ved in Rome with all ſhewesof Honour , and within eight

| thing to ſay againſt Pope Zero ? Paſchalis , or Paſchaſires , 
[and Campnlus had publiſhed the Popes Crimes by Writ: 
| but knowing how Charlemagne ſtood affeted towards both 
parties , they appeared nor, ſo none proſecuting theſe 
crimes againſt him, the Pope was abſolved upon his Oath , 
wherein he ſwore by God and the four woes , that 
all theſe things were falſe which they layed to his Charge : 
Whereupon tbe King declared him innocent , and condem- 
ned his accuſers, and within few daies three hundred of them 
| were beheaded in the Laterar Field for their preſumption 
and affeQation of liberty, on the eighteenth of D:cember;and 
ſhortly after,Charles was choſen Emperor; but before Iſpeak

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The ſeat of the Rowan Empire, {ſince the t:me of Conſt an- 
tine ihe great , remained at C 0»/ſtantinople, a City of Thrace, 
ficuated in a convenient place for the guard of the Eafterne 
Provinces: Afcer whichall theWeſt being full of newGueſts, 
who had expelled the Romares, the name, authority and 
power of:he Empire remained inthe Eaſt, where now the 
Stare was in a ſtrange confuſton , the mocher being banded 
againit her Son, and the People amongſt themſelves. 

C-1fantine the Son of Leo the Fourth , was Emperor at 
this ame, who from his Infancy was governed ( together 
with the Empire) by his Mother Trexe: But bzing now come 
to the age of tweaty years, he aſſumed the Government in- 
to his own hands. There was then a great diviſion in the 
Eaſt, which had been continued from Father co Son for four- 
ſcore yeares together , about bringing Images into the 
Churches. The Biſhops would needs bringthemin :; But 
the Emperors together with the greateſt part of the People 
oppoſedthemſelves againſt them, This contention had ts 
beginning under Philip Bardanes, was continued under Leo 
Iſaurus , and from him was derived to his Son Conſtantine, 
ſurnamed Coprorimuw , and to L:othe Fourth , Son to the 
ſaid Co: Hanme. This filled all the Eaſt with infinite ſcan- 
dalls, 

The ſame fire of contention continued in the minority of 
our Conſtantine , who was yet governed by his Mother, a 
woman of a violent ſpirit, who had undertaken the prote&io 
of [mages,& held a Councel of many B.ſhops for the defence 
thereof: But the people growing into a muriny, ' by force 
expelled them from Co:flantinople, where their Aſſembly was 
| heid. But [reze, being reſolved to carry on her defign, afſſem- 
| bled another Councel at N:cea, City of of Birhuza, honored 
for having intercained che firſt generalCouncel underConffan- 


' Charlemagne did not allow of this Decree , and either him- 
ſelf, or ſome other by his Command, did write a ſmall Trea- 
tiſe againſt this Councel, the which beares this Title, A Trrea- 
tifſe of Charlemagne , rouchivg Imag:s, again the Greek, Sy- 
node.

Emperor, with one General conſent they reſolved to Pro- 
claim King Charles for their Emperor, and to Crown him 
by the hands of the Pope: So on Decemb. 25, Anno Chriſt; 
' 800. they Crowned him by the hands of Pope Leo, as the 
Emperors were wont to be Crowned by the Biſhops of Con- 
ſtantinople ,, and the People cried thrice, Carolo Auguſto, 4 
Deo Coronato, Magno & Pacifico Imperators, Vita & Vittoria, 
And the Popeanointed him ; As allo his Son Pepin, whom 
Charlemagne , by a ſolemn Decree had made K:ng of 7raly. 
And the Pope knowing the dangers which had ofc befain 
bimſelf and his Predeceſſors , intreated the Emperor that 
he would be Protefor of the Church of Rowe. 

Thus Charlemagne, the King of France, was advanced to 
che Empire, partly by Inheritance, partly by the ſword , 
by dedition, andthe Title was given him by the People, 
and the Biſhop of Reme: yet nothing was proper to the 
Biſhop, but the Coronation and other Ceremonies, which 
be performed in the name of the. People , according to the

ſtery. Then were mutual Ambaſſadors ſent between the two 
Emperors,& a perpetual Peace was concluded betwixt them. 
Charles che Great was Crowned Emperor in the thirty- 
chird year of his Raign, upon the 25*® of December, andin| . 
the fifty eighth year of his age. He fought many Barrels 
and was always victorious, He bad ( as was faid before ) 
Wars with the HeatheniſhSaxons,wbich, by times, laſted thir- 
ty years: He oft-times overcame them, and granted them 
liberty, upon condition that they would imbrace the Chr;- 
fttan Faith ; but upon every oportunity theirDuke Fedekis, 
ſhaked off both Loyalcy, and Chr:t:sanity. At ſeveral times | 
when Charlemagne had obtained a ViRory, his manner was 
to ere a new Biſhoprick: So that he erected ſeven Biſhop- 


knowing weHW, that ſuch fierce People might ſooner be ta- 
med by Religion then by Armes, The places where theſe 
were erected, were, Brews, Verda, Minda, Paterborne, Of 
nabourg, Hildeſer, and Halber Fad, Bur though he gave 
che Biſhops power of Governing, yet the Nobles did not 
alrogether looſe theþower of adminiftring in Publike af- 
fairs. At laſt, becauſe the$axo»s revolted again, he removed | 
cen Thouſand of them, with cheir Wives and Children, into 
Brabant, and Flanders, and ſent ſome Frezchto inhabit in 
cheir roomes. 

Charlemagne lived fifteen years after that he had united 
the Romane Empire to the French Monarchy , yer not with- 
out many troubles, For Grimeald, Duke of Beneventum 
ſoughc ro diſturbe 7tralyinthe behalf of the Lombards : bur 
Charles prevented it betimes, imploying againſt him his Son 
Pepin, a Worthy and a Valiant Prince : and Gr:moald being 
vanquiſhed; was entreated witball mildnefſe, and being re- [ 
ſtored to his Eſtate, he became afterwards a very affeRio- 
nate, and obedient ſervant to Charlemagne, who was a Pru- 
dent Conqueror, that knew as well how co'uſe,as how to get 
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After this it followed, that for ſome attempts made, by the 


the falſe information of Fortanatue, Patriarch of Grado, that 
Charlemagne coramanded his ſon Pepin, King of /taly, to 
make Wars againſt them : which he accordingly began with 
great reſolution, and took the Cities and Fortreſles which 
the Venetiavs beld within the main land, and at length be. 
fieged the City of Yenice ir ſelf, both by Sea and by Land, 
to the relief whereofthe Greek Emperor ſent a Fleet : about 
which Authors agree not , for ſome ſay, that Pepin wholly 
took Yerice ; Others ſay, that he only took ſome Iſlands 
thereof, and that the Place which is called Rzoatto defended 
it ſelf : How ever it was, this War continued long, Obelters, 
and Beckr, two great Perſonages, being the cheif Comman- 
ders for the YVenctians, At laſt Peace was concluded be- 
ewixt them, and the Yenetians had liberty to live after their 
own Lawes and cuſtoms, and the Yenetzans won preat re- 
putation for being ableto defend themſelves againſt ſo po- 
rent and Victorious an Enemy. Charlemagne would have

Charlemagne all his Life time held the Church in great re- 
verence, and had imployed his Authority to beautify it 
and bountifully beſtowed his Treaſure to enrich it : But this 
oreat Plenty, joyned with ſo long and happy a Peace, made

Charlemagne ( being himſelfwell inſtruted in Religion ) 
knowing of what great importance it was, to have ſuch as

and exemplary in their lives, he at ſundry times, called five 
Councels in ſundry Places of his Dominions ( For as yet 
the Popes had not challenged that Power to belong to them) 
for the Reformation and good Government of the Church : 
As at Mexztiz © at Rhetmes ; at Tours: at Chaalons : and at 
Arles: and by the adviſe of theſe Eccleſiaſtical Aſſemblies, 
he made and publiſhed many Orders for the good of the 
Church which were gathered together in a Book called, Ca- 
pitula Carol; Magni, A worthy Preſident for Princes who 
ſeek true honour by virtue, whereof the care of Piety is the 


| Cheifeſt Foundation, 


In » Preface to this Book, he thus ſaith, that he had ap- 
pointed theſe Conſtitutions wita the Advice of hisPresbyters, 
and Counſellers : and that herein he had followed the Exam- 
Tofias, who endeavoured to bring the Kingdom 
which God had given bim, to the worſhip of the true God : 
Some of his Conſtitutions are theſe. He commanded to 
look to, and to try the learning and Converſation of ſuch as 
were admitted into the Miniſtry, He forbad private Maſſes, 
Alſo the Confuſion of Dyoceſſes, requiring thac no Biſhop 
ſhould meddle in an others Dioceſe, He forbad that any

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Books ſhoufd be read publickly , but ſuch as were approved 
by the Councell of Calcedoy. He forbad the worſhipping 
of Saints, He commanded Biſhops not to ſuffer Preſbyters 
co teach the People other things then whar are contained in, 
or according to the holy Scriptures. And Lb. 2. Ch, 3. 
he faith , Althowoh th: Authority of the Eccle/iaſticall Mins. 
Stry may ſeem to jtand jn our Perſon: Yet by th: Authority of 
God , ani Ordinance of man, irs known to b: ſo divided , that 
every oneof you , 1n his own place and order, hath his own pow- 
er and Miniſtry : Hence its manifeſt that 1 ſhould admoniſh you 
all, and you all ſhould further and help us. He admoniſhed Bi- 
ſhops eſpecially , to teach both by Life and DoArine, both 
by themſelves , and the Miniſters that were under them, as 
they would anſwer the Contrary in their accounts ar the 
Great Day, He Ordained that the- Biſhop of the firſt See 
ſhould .not be called che Prince of Prieſts, or the higheſt 
Prieſt, or have any ſuch Title, but only ſhould be called, 
T he Biſhop of the firſt See, That none.can Jay another foun- 
dation, then that which is laid, which is Chr:& Jeſws, and

He had five Wives: the firſt was Called Galzena , the 
Daughter of the King of Ga/:ftria, by whom he had no 
Children. The ſecond was Theodora, the ſiſter (or as others 


| ſay ) the Daughter of D:at:r , King of Lomb.rdy ; whom 


he kept not long , but repudiated her for ſundry reaſors, 
The third was Hildebraxda , Daughter ofthe Duke of Sue- 
vis, whom he loved exceedingly , and had by her three 
Sons , viz, Charles his eldeſt, whom he made King of the 
greaceit , and beſt part of France , and Germany : Pepin 
his ſecond, whom he made King of JUtaly , Buivaria, &c. 
Lew his youngeſt , towhom he lefc the Empire intire, his 
Brothers being both Dead , in their Fathers Lifetime. 
This Lews was ſurnamed Debenaire , or the Conrteows. 
He had alſo three Daughters 3 the eldeſt was called Ro- 
thruda : the ſecond Birtha ; and the youngeſt Giſelia 
who would never marry. His fourth Wife he had out of 
Germany , called Faſirada : And his fifth and laſt, was 
alſo a German Lady, called Luithgranaa, of the Swuewvian Race,. 
by whom he bad no Children, 

He ſhewed bis love to Religion by having one , du- 
ring his Meale-times , that either read to him ſome part 
of the Holy Scriptures: or elſe ſome part of Saint eAu- 
guftines Books, eſpecially that De Civitate Dei + orſome 
Hiſtory. He wasalſo agreat Friend to Learning, and 
therefore erected three Univerſities: One was Padua in 
Iltalyz another was that at Boxlogniat. the third was that in 
Parzs, whereunto he was exciced by our Countryman Alc- 
win, who was his Tutor, ; 

His Sons he cauſed to be trained upin the Study of the 
Liberall Arts: and -his Daughters to Learne to ſow, 
and praQtice good Huſwifery, He alwayes wore a ſhort 
Sword at his.
